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Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-22, Group I, in the reply filed on 08-03- 
04 is acknowledged. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: The first specie wherein the second exposing step is directed to second 
exposing to a silicon source, as recited in claim 1; and the second specie wherein the second 
exposing step is directed to an ion/radical flux between the exposing steps, as recited in claim 12.
